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decrease of 95 cases of rioting and unlawful assembly ; and although more than 
a third of the whole number of cases were in the Dacca division, it is satisfac 

to find that there was there a decrease of 40 cases, as compared with 1877. 
The number of cases in the Backergunge district alone was 266, a larger 


number than in any other entire division, except Patna, where there were 277 . 


cases. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find, however, that none of the cases 
in this division arose out of disputes connected with the cultivation of indigo. 


_ The most satisfactory results were obtained in Burdwan and Howrah, 


where 22 and 31 convictions were obtained in 31 and 45 true cases respectively. 
In Balasore, Cuttack, Gya, Patna, Jessore, Hooghly and Bankoora the results 
of prosecutions were unfavourable. In Nuddea, out of 83 cases, convictions were 
obtained in only 28 cases, and of 499 persons put on their trial 235 were acquitted, 
the number of acquittals being swelled by the release on appeal of 31 persons con- 
victed by the Magistrate in a single case. ‘True cases of riot increased in every 
district of the Dacca division, except in Mymensingh, where there was a 
decrease of 50 per cent., explained by the District Superintendent as due to the 
energetic action of the police, the binding-down of disputants to keep the peace, 
and the operations of the Land Registration Act. There seems, however, to be 
no reason why the lJast-mentioned cause should operate to a greater extent in 
Mymensingh than in the other districts of the division. The number of true 
cases of riot and unlawful assembly in Backergunge was 234, as compared with 
199 in 1877, and there can be no doubt that the only effectual way of dealing 
with these cases after they have occurred is to prosecute every person concerned, 
and not to be satisfied with the conviction of a few of those implicated. The 
percentage of convictions in cases of riot in this district is stated to have been 
446, and of persons sent up 70°9. It is not clear, however, how this latter 
figure has been obtained, for from the returns the percentage of persons con- 
victed to the number tried would appear to have been 62-1, and even this 
number contrasts favourably with the corresponding figure (52°4) for the 
previous year. Eighteen cases of riot in the Dacca division were attended 
with loss of life against 25 in 1877; in Backergunge alone there were nine 
cases against twelve in the previous year. Security to keep the peace waa 
taken from 1,280 persons in this district, and although the gross returns of 
the year show that lawlessness and disorder extensively prevailed in the 


' district, it is satisfactory to find from the recent quarterly reports that the 


punitive and preventive measures adopted are now beginning to have effect. 
21. The number of serious offences against the person ascertained to have 
occurred was 4,267 against 4,141 in 1877, and under none of the sub-heads of 
this form of crime was the fluctuation sufficiently great to call for special notice. 
Convictions were obtained in 38 per cent. of the number of true cases, 
as compared with 39-4 per cent. in 1877. The percentage of persons con- 
victed to persons arrested was 42‘8 in 1878 against 44-5 in the previous year. 








There were 322 cases of murder as compared with 315 in 1877, but ~ 


the increase is more than accounted for by the 43 murders im the 
Presidency division against 23 in 1877. Convictions were obtained in 87-2 per 
cent. of the cases, against 33°3 per cent. in 1877. The percentage of persons 
convicted to the number arrested was, however, only 20-7 against 25:1 in 1877. 
There were five cases of murder by dacoits, one in each of the districts of 
Beerbhoom, Midnapore, Backergunge, Mymensingh and Shahabad, but the 
case in Midnapore was the only one in which a conviction was obtained during 
the year. Of the 23 true cases of murder by poison, 6 were committed in 
Backergunge. The result of the actions of the police in these cases was most 
unsatisfactory ; and in only two cases out of the 21 decided during the year were 


convictions obtained. The largest number of other murders took place also- 
in the Backergunge district, where there were 27 true cases ; in Patna there~ 


were 16 cases; in Dinagepore, 14; in Burdwan, 13; aad in each of the dis- 
tricts of the 24-Pergunnahs and Lohardugga, 12. There was a sati : 
decrease in the number of murders in the Dacca division, from 99in 1877 to 


in 1878. Excluding cases of murder by professional criminals, the number of — 
cases in Backergunge was 27, against 44 in 1877; and in Mymensing 10 _ 


against 20, The difficulty in obtaining convictions im these cases appe 
increase yearly. In 11 districts in which murders took place there was 
single conviction; and in Rubna and Noakholly to one conviction 
were 22 and ittals respectively. The dies i ; ‘gu 
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more successful in the detection than in the prevention of these crimes, convit- 
tions being secured in 19 cases out of 27. The Licutenant-Governor will 
call for the record of the case of murder in Moorshedabad, described, on page 
67-of the Report, in order that he may see whether the Magistrate, who’ made the 
eliminary enquiry into the case, is really responsible for the lamentable 
S ilaxe of justice that occurred. In the Sonthal Pergunnahs there were 11 cases 
of non-professional murder, resulting in only two convictions. One of the 
cases of acquittal was that of a Sonthal who had joined in the murder of a 
- supposed witch before the Sonthal rebellion. He was discharged by the High 
Court, on the ground that there was no law under which he could be tried. 
The most important case in the Orissa division was the trial of the Rajah of 
Pooree for causing the death of a byragi by torture. This case was very 
skilfully: investigated by the District Superintendent aud the police, and resulted 
in the Rajah and four of his servants being sentenced to transportation for 
life. hero were in all 60 cases of attempt at murder in 1878, against 51. in 
1877. Cases of culpable homicide rose from 199 in 1877 to 224 in 1878, 
and in the detection of this offence, as well as of murder, the polico of 
Backergunge were the most successful, 17 out of 19 cases resulting in convictions. 
The police failed completely in their efforts to detect the cases that occurred in 
Bankoora, Hooghly, Dinagepore, Noakholly, Purneah, Maldah, Cuttack, and the 
Gurjhats. The only case of grievous hurt, in order to extort a confession, 
occurred in Midnapore and resulted in a conviction. There was an increase 
during the year in the number of cases of administering stupefying drugs ; and 
the Lieutenant-Governor has found it necessary to draw the attention of all 
District Officers to this form of crime, and to the necessity of being on the alert 
in order to have any reasonable chance of detecting professional poisoners. 
Convictions were secured in 10 out of the 24 true cases reported. Cases of 
grievous hurt and hurt by dangerous weapons were 601 and 807 respectively, 
against 634 and 733 respectively in 1877, 
22. The returns of minor offences against the person show an increase of re- 
rted cases of hurt from 6,090 in 1877 to 7,078 in 1878, and of true cases from 
5,651 to 6,734. Of reported cases of wrongful restraint there was a decrease 
from 4,221 in 1877 to 3,613 in 1878, and of true cases from 3,009 to 2,675. The 
results under each heading were better than in 1877. There was a large decrease 
in the number of cases of wrongful restraint in the Dacca division, the falling 
off in Mymensingh as well as the decrease in cases of riot in that district being 
attributed to the introduction of the Land Registration Act, which is said to have 
‘ smoothed relations between the rent-receiving and rent-paying classes.” It 
is possible that the cause assigned may explain to some extent the great decrease 
in this crime in the province, where the number of reported cases has fallen 
from 5,005 in 1876 to 3,615 last year. 
23. As one of the natural results of a year of scarcity there was a great 
“increase in the number of offences against property. The number of seri- 
ous cases of this nature rose from 20,667 in 1877 to 23,887 in 1878; but 
the number of cases was less by 4,728 than the number in the scarcity year 
of 1874. Compared with 1877, there was an increase of 50 cases of dacoity, 
the numbers for the past five years being 465 in 1874, 254 in 1875, 154 in 
1876,.138: in 1877; and 188 in 1878. In each of the Patna and Chota Nagpore 
divisions the number of cases was double that of 1877; in Orf&Ssa there were 
8 cases against 3 in 1877; and in the Burdwan and Dacca divisions 
there were 41 and 46 cases respectively, against 30 and 33 inthe previous year. 
In the Bhagulpore division there was an increase of two cases, and in each of 
the Presidency and Chittagong divisions there was a falling off of three cases. 
In Jessore, Chittagong, the Chittagong Hill ‘Tracts, Mozufferpore, Monghyr, 
the Gurjhats, Balasore, and Singbhoom there was not a single case of dacoity 
during ‘the year. Convictions were obtained in only 40 cases out of 188, 
and against 213 persons out of 872 placed upon their trial. These results 
‘are eyen more unsatisiactory than those of the previous year. Of the 
persons sent up by the police, the Magistrates committed 60 per cent. for trial ; 
‘the Sessions only 48 per cent. of those committed were ‘couvicted. 
ly district in which good results'were obtained was Tipperah, where 
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fob, a single conviction was obtained, and the results were nearly as un- 
satisfactory in the districts of the 24-Pergunnahs, Pooree, Gya, Rungpore, 
Midnapore and Manbhoom. The outbreak of dacoity in the Hooghly dis- 
trict, noticed in last year’s resolution, continued in 1878. In the past two 
years there were 22 cases against 5 in the preceding two years. Of the 11 
cases in 1878, a conviction was obtained in only one case, but better results have 
followed since the close of the year. One of the causes assigned for the 
want of success in the detection of cases of this serious crime is most discredit- 
able to those concerned. It would appear that the deputation of a special 
detective agency, under an Assistant Superintendent, was regarded by the local 
police as aslight upon themselves, and they accordingly withheld their assistance 
from petty feelings of jealousy and disappointment. The Lieutenant-Governor 
trusts that Mr. Monro will enquire into this matter thoroughly. If the explanation 
iven for the failure to put a stop to the outbreak of sasaity in. Hooghly 
is correct, it is clear that the local police force requires revision, and no officer 
should be allowed to remain in the district who permitted his personal pique 
to interfere with the discharge of his public duties. The Magistrate of 
Beerbhoom ascribes the increase of dacoity in his district to the prosperity of 
“the past two years, which has filled the villages with money in cash and has 
induced professional robbers to ply their business.” This explanation does not 
commend itself to the Lieutenant-Governor. The police were as unsuccessful 
in the detection as in the investigation of crime, nota single conviction being 
obtained in the ten true cases of dacoity that occurred during the year. The 
administration of the Beerbhoom district has on‘ more than one occasion 
recently been brought unfavourably to the notice of Government, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor cannot acquit the late Magistrate of responsibility for the 
uusatisfactory state of the police. The Inspector-General has recently 
made several changes in the native officers in the district; there has been a 
change also in the District Officer, and Sir Steuart Bayley trusts that it will 
no longer be necessary for the Commissioner and Government to characterize 
the action of the Beerbhoom police as unsatisfactory, weak and ineffectual. 
Convictions were secured in two out of five true cases of dacoity in Burdwan. 
The action taken by the Joint Magistrate, on the disclosures of an a prover 
in one of the dacoity cases, appears to have been extremely cindecnwes 
<~*~ottt of 85 persons arrested in consequence of the approver’s statements 
only one was convicted. There was an increase of dacoity in every district 
of the Dacca division, except Furreedpore, where there were 6 cases against 
10 in 1877, and in Backergunge, where the number was 14, the same as last 
year. In Dacca there were 9 cases, against 4 and 2 in 1877 and 
1876 respectively ; in Mymensingh there were 8 cases, against 2 and 0 in 
1877 and 1876; and in Tipperah 9, against 4 and 6 in the same two 
years. Of the 14 cases in Backergunge, 10 were professional dacoities and 
8 were committed on rivers. In most of these dacoities the pro 
stolen is cash, and the chance of detection, when once the dacoits have 
made off, is very slight. Altogether the results of policé action in the 
detection of scrious crime in the Dacca division were better in 1878 than 
in the previous year, although the actual returns of crime are still extremel 
unsatisfactory. From a special report received from the Inspector-General, 
it appears that the District Superintendent assigns as one reason for the 
increase of dacoity that less attention is now paid to bad characters than 
formerly. If this is so, the orders conveyed in paragraph 23 of the Resolution 
on the report for 1877 must have been entirely ignored, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor requests that the Inuspector-General will call the special attention 
of the District Superintendent to the instructions of Government, 
Lieutenant-Governor has found it necessary, in the interests of justice, to — 
condemn the wholesale prosecution and imprisonment of those against whom , - 
there is mere suspicion, and it is now all the more necessary that the move- 
ments of those who are suspected may be carefully watched. The views of 
Government have been so repeatedly stated that the Lieutenant-Governor 4 
not now dwell upon the subject, but willleave it to the I 
to enforce the orders wherever he may find that they are 
ames ine In Gya there were 15 true cases of dacoity, against 7 in 
and 3 in 1876; but it is impossible to determine how many of these cases:

they the plander: The whole subject.of polico administration in the 
Gya district has been dealt with in a separate correspondence; and the 
Lientenant-Governor is satisfied that such a state of things as has been brought 
to light could not have existed if the District Superintendents of recentsyears had 
not been care 3 confident where they oughtto have been vigilant and suspicious. 
The increase of dacoity in Chota Megpere is, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks, 
rightly ascribed _to high prices and consequent distress. ‘This is borne out by 
the results of 1878 when compared with those of 1877. Of 28 cases, there were 
nine in which convictions were obtained, and 54 persons were convicted out of 
109 placed on their trial. In 1877 only four persons were convicted in one 
out of the 14 cases that occurred. The dacoits were not professionals ; and in 
Manbhoom, where there were 12 cases, the crime disappeared as soon as the 
crops were gathered. 

24, There were 179 cases of robbery during the year against 144 in 1877. 
In the Presidency Division there were eleven cases of highway robbery as com- 
pared with six in the previous year; in the Patna Division there were 13 cases 
against 5 in 1877. In 64 cases of robbery convictions were obtained, and of 
241 persons placed upon their trial for this offence, 118 were convicted against 
116 out of 277 in the previous year. There was a decrease in the number of 
cases of serious mischief, there being 606 cases against 637 in 1877 and 811 in 
1876; but the results were most unsatisfactory. Convictions were obtained in 
only 96 cases against 153 in 1877, and of 660 persons sent up for trial, 216 were 
convicted and 405 were acquitted. T'wo serious cases of arson in Julpigoree, 
by which a bazar and all the divisional and district offices were destroyed, 
took place during the year. The fires were clearly the work of incendiaries, 
but they remain till now undetected, although special officers were deputed 
for the investigation. 

25. The following table shows the fluctuations in cases of burglary and 
house-trespass, including serial numbers 85 and 36 :—

Apart from the large increase in the number of cases shown by this state- 
ment, there are two very noticeable features—the decrease in the number of 
cases struck off as false, and the still greater decrease in the number of cases not 

uired into. The orders of Government, with reference to the non-investi- 
"gation of cases under section 117 of the Criminal Procedure Oode, had, as stated 
above, full effect during the year, and the result goes far to confirm the Lieute- 
nant-Governor’s view that many eases in which investigation might have been 
successful had im past years been allowed to pass without enquiry. Although 
the number of cases not enquired into was in 1578 only 4°8 per cent. of the total 
number of true cases as compared with 13:2 per cent. in 1877, and a large number 
of mising cases were necessarily brought under investigation, it appears 
that ults, with reference to both persons and cases, were botter than in 
the previous year. Convictions were obtained in 26:1 per cont. of true cases 
enquired into in 1878 against 25:7 per cent. in 1877. Of pesos tried, 56-9 per 
cent, were convicted against 54°65 per cent. in 1877. The Inspector-General 
nee ints out the great assistance that would be given to the police 
if streets and lanes in municipalities were better lighted than they now are. 
There. is no doubt, as stated by Mr. Monro last year, that nothing is 
effectual as good lighting in putting a stop to burglaries and crimes 
inst p , and the Lieutenant-Governor commends the subject to the 
deration of the Municipal Commissioners of all large towns. If a good 

' lighting were edopted in a few such citics as Patna and Dacca, 
is W ‘Sir Steuart Bayley believes, induce other municipalitivs to 
ieexample. There wasia large increase in the number of cases of lurking 
ass and theft in Beerbhoom; but the late Magistrate, it appears, 
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regarded this with satisfaction, as an indication not only that'**;the police have 
been shaken out of their old-delusion that the léss crime they showed the more 
credit they would get,” but that the people are beginning to have more con- 
fidence inthe efficiency of the police, and.therefore to court ‘police uiries 
more freely. If this explanation is correctythe confidence of the poop e was 
~ strangely mapaen for only 7-9 per cent. of the cases of lurking house-tres- 
pass, and only 28°8 per cent. of cases of theft, were detected in 1878 
against 13°3 and 29°8 per cent. in 1877. The results of investigation of 
these forms of crime in Beerbhoom have during the past four years been 
very unsatisfactory, and there has been nothing in the police» or general 
administration of the district to increase the public confideuce. 
26. The operations of the police in cases of ordinary theft and cattle-theft 
are shown in the following statement :—

The same features noticed above in the returns of burglary and house- 
trespass are here also observable. Notwithstanding the increased number 
of cases entered as true, and the greatly increased proportion of cases 
investigated, the results were better last year than in either 1876 or 1877. 
Convictions were obtained in 33:1 per cent. of cases of ordinary theft, 
and 49°5 per cent. of cases of cattle-theft against 29 and 42°2 per cent. respec- 
tively in 1877, and 29-6 and 47:5 per cent. respectively in 1876. The proportion 
of persons convicted to the number placed on trial in 1878 compares also 
favourably with the corresponding figures for the two previous years. A serious 
check was administered to cattle thieves in Noakholly by the detection and 
prosecution of an organized gang of cattle-lifters who had been carryi 
on operations since the cyclone. The Lieutenant-Governor is unable to agree 
with the Inspector-Gencral that all cases of cattle-straying, in which the 

papery is not recovered, within a fortnight, should be treated as theft. Cases 

in which there is reasonable suspicion can of course be so treated ; but a general 

rule, such as that proposed, would throw much additional work upon the 

. police without any equivalent advantage. Convictions were obtained in 1,698 

out of 2,247 true cuses of receiving stolen property against 1,492 out of 2,018 
in 1877. 

27. The number of persons tried for bad livelihood during the year was 
1,216, against 3,173 in 1877 and 5,154 in 1876. Of those tried 777, or 64 
cent., were convicted against 69 per cent. in the previous year. This falling off 
in results, notwithstanding the great decrease in the number of prosecutions, is no 
doubt due to the Lieutenant-Governor’s orders, that judicial officers before 
convicting under sections 504 and 505 of the Criminal Procedure Code, must 
satisfy themselves that the accused really supports himself by preying on society. 
The enquiry, it was directed, should asa rule be held in the ze of 
accused; but this order appears to have been much neglected in every district. 
except Burdwan, Rungpore, Monghyr, Dinagepore, Jessore and Manbhoom, while 
in the districts of the 24-Perguunahs, Backergunge, Rajshahye, Chum = 
Purneah, Mozufferpore, Noakholly and the Sonthal Pergunnahs, in each of which 

there were many prosecutions, the order was entirely ignored, and not a single 
case was enquired into by the Magistrate on the spot. In Patna, outof 110 
cases, only two were tricd in the villages of the accused; in Sarun, only 1 out 
of 47; in Chittagong, 1 out of 28; in Mymensingh, 4 out of 64; and in Dacea 
4 out of 93. In Patna, most of those convicted were Burwars from 
Gonda, while nearly all the cases in ee were against Mughya . 







domes. Excepting these two districts and the Sonthal Pergunn 
figures given M the Inspector-General show that the most unsa 
results were in those districts where the orders for local investigation by the — 
Magistrate were ignored, and the best results occurred where a large. pro 
portion of the cases were tried in, the villages. From the returns bi 
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“Government, itsvould appear that when itvis known that the trial will be h 
_ in the village of the accused both the police and private persons are afraid to 
institute false charges‘of bad livelihood, «while, when it is known from the 
practice of the Magistrato that tho cases will be decided in Court away from the 
» villages of the accused, the law is at once turned into an engine of oppression, 
- and used for the gratification of private spite. The results in the Dacca 
division show this very clearly. Out of 156 cases instituted on police 
reports, there were convictions in only 67. In the whole division only 13 cases 
were tried in the villages of the accused, and as the natural result false charges 
of bad livelihood were brought forward without fear, in the certainty 
that no proper enquiry would be held. Out of 246 cases instituted on 
titions before Magistrates in the whole of the Lower Provinces, 165 were 
in the Dacca division; and of the 41 cases declared to be false 839 were in the 
same division. The small proportion of cases in this division tried in the 
villages of the accused requires explanation, and a report will be called for from 
Ee Coagclencthe, The attention of other Commissioners is also drawn to 
theneglect of the orders of Government in the districts named above. 
28. In non-cognizable cases thero was a slight decrease from 95,367 cases in 
1877 to 95,247 in 1878. The number of persons summoned rose from 100,687 
to 103,242, and there was a slight increase from 41:7 to 42:1 in the percentage 
of convictions to persons summoned. The number of non-cognizable cases in 
which the agency of the police was employed fell from 5,670 in 1877 to 5,060 
in 1878; butin many districts the orders of Government on this subject 
appear to have been neglected, and while the number of institutions of 
non-cognizable cases diminished the number of instances in which police 
agency was employed increased. As pointed out by the Inspector- 
General, it is, however, impossible to tell accurately the extent to which the 
police were used in the investigation of cases that do not properly belong 
to them, unless a note is made of the number of non-cognizable cases trans- 
ferred from the statement of cognizable crime and investigated before transfer, 
The necessary information should be given in future in the divisional reports. In 
Monghyr the action of the magistracy was very unsatisfactory. Only three cases 
taken up as cognizable were transferred to the returns of non-cognizable crime, 
and yet no less than 473 non-cognizable cases were made over to the police 
for investigution and of these 383 were municipal cases. The explanation of the 
Magistrate, that these investigations took place in absolute defiance of his express 
orders, cannot be accepted. ‘The orders of Government on this subject appear 
also to have been entirely ignored in Hooghly, Vacca, Mymensingh, Tipperah, 
Patna, Durbhunga and Mozufferpore. In Noakholly there was an improve- 
ment in this as in every other point of police administration. ‘Che proportions 
of persons convicted of non-cognizable crime to the total population are given 
in the report, but the Inspector-General has not been able to find any 
explanation for the extraordinary variations in the different districts. The 
“returns for the whole of Pengal show that one person out of 1,405 was convicted 
of non-cognizable crime in 1878, as compared with.one out of 1,453 in 1877, 
29. Much attention was given during the year to the supervision of 
criminal tribes, and the measures adopted by the Inspector-General for 
keeping a watch over the Bedyas of Nuddea and securing their detection when 
they visit other districts, appear already to have been attended with consider- 
able success. , 
30. There were 3,283 reconvictions recorded during the year, against 
$,042 in 1877 and 2,435 in 1876. It is satisfactory to find that the views of 
: Government, expressed in last year’s resolution with regard to the sentences on 
habitual offenders, have been attended to; but some of the sentences passed on 
a second or third conviction for an offence of the same character are still utterly 
i te. Thus in Tipperah a man who, in July 1875, underwent six months’ 
imprisonment for cattle theft was in 1878 sentenced to 15 days’ imprisonment 
for receiving stolen property, and in the same district, Shufuruddin, who in 
_ June 1878 underwent seven days’ imprisonment for receiving stolen property 
_ was in September sentenced to fifteen days’ imprisonment for cattle theft. In 
By Bullah Sing was sentenced to 20 Rs. fine on a second 
ion for theft: in the 24-Pergunnahs, Wahid Sheik was on a, third 
jon sentenced to ten stripes: in Bhagulpore, Boodhoo Momim, after

imprisonment. These and other sentences entered in the statement on pages 
127 to 130 of the Report are wholly unintelligible to the Lieutenant-Governor. 
Sir Steuart Bayley requests that Commissioners will call for and examine the 
records of the cases brought to notice by the Inspector-General. Some of the 
Magistrates would appear to be unfit to exercise the powers entrusted to them, 
and in several cases section 315 of the Criminal Procedure Code must have 
been entirely ignored. The records of the cases specially mentioned above 
should be submitted for the Lieutenant-Governor’s perusal. 

81. On the whole the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Inspector- 
Genera! that the police of the province deserve credit for their work during 
the year. The increase in crime consequent on the exceptional pressure 
caused by high prices threw much additional work upon the reduced police force. . 
Under Mr. Monro’s energetic supervision, no department of police administra- 
tion was, however, neglected, and the recent orders of Government regarding 
the investigation of cognizable cases and the ri apes of suspicious characters 
and eriminal tribes have generally been carefully observed in spite of the addi- 
tional work involved. The important duty of inspection of stations and outposts 
by District and Assistant Superintendents of Police was well performed, and 
the Inspector-General reports that in every district much attention was given to 
the rural police. Note has been taken of the names of those officers who have 
been selected by Mr. Monro for specially favourable mention,

“te The General Report on the Chittagong Division for 1878-79. 

Tue Report has reached Government punctually, It is submitted by 

~ Mr. Beames, who was Commissioner during the entire year. 

2. Tours.—The Commissioner visited the lead-quarters of the ILill Tracts 
and Noakholly and also inspected Cox’s Bazar and the island of Maiscal. In 
Chittagong the district officers spent 120 days altogether in the interior of the 
district. ‘Mr. Cotton, who was in charge from November to the end of the 
year, was absent from head-quarters for 83 days, and succeeded in visiting 
every part of his district, including the island of Kutubdia and the embank- 
ments ‘on the sea-face. His tours were well planned, and he gave careful 
attention to every department of the administration. In Noakholly Mr, 

n was on tour for only 52 days; but the Commissioner reports that, 
owing to the small size and compactness of the district, le was able to sate out 
all the inspection that was required. ‘The sub-divisional officers of Cox’s Bazar 
and Fenny appear to have been usefully employed during their tours, 

bret Me Weather and the Crops.—The distribution of rainfall up to the end 

> of November was’ most favourable for the rice crop, and an excellent harvest 
} ined everywhere. The cold-weather crops were less fortunate. They 
badly from drought, and the general outturn was poor. The loss was 
ever, serious, as these crops are comparatively unimportant in the 
n. Cultivation is extending in both districts of the division, but more 
yin the southern parts of Chittagong. Vast tracts of waste laud are 
fable in this’region, and are being rapidly taken up by settlers from the 
t pulated parts of the district. Among.the difliculties with which the 
tare. o contend not the least are the depredations of wild animals, 
deer and elephants. 3 "5

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compared with the previous year. The material condition of the ferrte is 
reported to be generally prosperous. Except in a few small tracts the people 
have entirely recovered from»the effects of the cyclone of 1876. The Commis- 
sion® thus describes their condition: ‘ Indeed the homestead of a Chittagong or 
Noakholly peasent is a picture of rural comfort and B phe oe The people 


everywhere are well clad, the local markets are well attended, and tho 
there is still some difficulty in realizing Government. dues .this arises not from 
inability, but from unwillingness to pay. There-is. apparently plenty of © 
money for the favorite pursuit of litigation in the civil courts.” ~~ 

5. Immigration and Emigration.—The namber of labourers imported into 
Chittagong for the tea pate (ta has fallen to an almost nominal figure. In 
the past year only 33 labourers wore introduced under the Act, Local labour 
is largely employed by the planters, and no difficulty appears to be felt in 
procuring as much as is required at the different periods of the year for the 
purposes of cultivation and manufacture. In some cases imported labourers, 
whose contracts have expired, have settled down as free labourers on the * 
gardens for which they were originally engaged. . 

6. In Chittagong a good deal of emigration goes on from the central 
to the southern parts of the district, and again from the latter to Arracan. It’ 
is probable that, in many cases, the people emigrate to avoid payment of their 4, 
rents, but to the bulk of the emigrants the inducement must, doubtless, be the‘ 
prospect of obtaining in the south larger and cheaper holdings than they can; . 
procure in their own neighbourhood. The results of this movement cannot 
fail to be beneficial to the districts affected, but it is a matter for regret that 
one of its effects is the gradual expulsion of the Mughs from the tracts occupied 
by the Bengali settlers, 

7. Prices of food and labour.—'There was not much ‘mprovement in the 
prices of the chief articles of food as compared with those ruling in the 
previous year. Notwithstanding the excellent harvest tlio price of common rice 
fell but slightly in Chittagong. Exportation is now so extensively resorted to 
when a good harvest is obtained that prices cannot long remain above the 
lowest rate at which it is profitable to export. They are, infact, tending to 
the same level in all rice-producing districts from which the surplus produce 
can be readily exported. The Commissioner, however, points out that high 
prices do not necessarily mean distress in a district like Chittagong, where tht” 
great majority of the people hold land and grow their own food, and where 
fish and vegetables, which are largely consumed, are abundant and easily 
procurable. 

8. Trade and Commerce—A cousiderable export trade in rice and betel- 
nuts is carried on by petty traders in Noakholly. During the past year part 
of the rice exports went to the districts of Davca and Mymensing where 
unusually high prices prevailed. > 

9. The trade of the port of Chittagong expanded very largely during the 
year, as will appear from the following statement :— ’

10. Notwithstanding the increased prosperity of the port, its trade can 
yet be regarded:as established on a dahl footings ; the erties 
the exports, oly tea and a small portion of the rice are the pre 
district itself, the whole of the jute and the greater partiof 
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brought from other districts of Eastern Bengal. Thus, any change of cireyfi- 
_ stances, making it advantageous to the firms now engaged in the ricgfand 
_ jute trade to send their stocks to Calcutta for shipment, might reduce the’ trade 
of Chittagong to insignificance. There appears, fortunately, to be no reason 

to believe that such a change is impending. 

: 11. The Lieutenant-Governor has lately decided, in compliance with the 
desire of the leading mercantile firms of the town, to redistribute the duties 
of the Conservator and Assistant Conservator of the port, with the view of 
improving the pilot service and securing greater efficiency in the management 
of the port, Sanction has also been recently given to the purchase of new 
boats for the port establishment. Further expenditure for the improvement 
of the port can only be gradually sanctioned as funds permit. 

12, State of public feeling —In Chittagong an uneasy state of feeling con- 
tinues to prevail. ‘‘ The people,” says the Commissioner, ‘ have for many years 
contributed very little to the public exchequer, and now that they ure for the 
first time made to bear their fair share of taxation, it is not unnatural that 

there.should be some murmuring.” The Noabad settlement proceedings are, 

“as might be expected, regarded with no favour by the large number of 
people who are found to have held lands for years without right and without 

yment, and have now been assessed with revenue. The Road Cess and 
Public Works Cess could not, unfortunately, be collected in the first instance 
without some harassment to the people, owing to the immense number 
of petty estates, and the difficulty of assessing them and dividing the saasess- 
ments fairly among the sharers. As the assessments become better known, 
the collections will, no doubt, be made with much less trouble both to the 
people and the officers. The License Tax is said to be more disliked in 
name than in reality. In Chittagong its unpopularity was due in a great 

_ measure to unequal assessments. ‘This district has certainly no reason to 
complain, the total demand being only Rs. 16,482 as compared with 
Rs. 15,036 in the far smaller district of Noakholly. A thorough revision of 
the assessments is being made. ‘The Chowkidaree Act is still spoken of as 
unpopular and-unsuited to the division ; but the Lieutenant-Governor has found 

_ reason to believe that it has never received a fair trial, and has lately issued 
further instructions for the better observance of its provisions. ‘The matter 
will be again considered on the receipt of a report which the Commissioner 
has been desired to submit. 

12. Public Press—A new weekly newspaper, called the ‘Echo of the 
East,” has been started in Chittagong. Itis reported to be well disposed to 
Government, but has not yet achieved a great circulation. 

. 18. Poliee and Crime.—The Police of Chittagong are said to have worked 
better than in the previous year, but this statement is scarcely borne out by 
the statistics of crime furnished in the report. In Noakholly, on the other 
hand, a great improvement has evidently taken place in the Police and the 
criminal administration generally. The following statement exhibits the 
number of cases in the division during the past two years :—

14. The proportion of convictions and acquittals in both districts of the 


division is less satisfactory than in the previous year. In Chittagong 2,006 
persons were arrested, of whom 166 were convicted and 701 were acquitted, _ 
the percentage of acquittals being thus 35:5. The figures for Noakholly are— 
arrests, 2,371; convictions, 1,532; acquittals, 725; and percentage of acquittalsy- 
30°6. The Chittagong Police were very successful in murder cases, securing — 
convictions in all the eight cases of the year. 

15. As regards civil justice the information given in the Report is very 
meagre. The Commissioner reiterates his opinion that there are too many , 
Moonsifs’ Courts in Chittagong, and states that a very large number of the — 
cases instituted are of a very petty nature, such as in other districts would 
be settled amicably out of court. In Noakholly petty and frivolous litiga- 
tion is less common. 

16. Land Revenue.—The collections during the past year showed a great 
improvement, but there are still heavy balances in both districts. Owing to 
the cyclone and consequent distress the revenue fell into arrears, and great 
difficulty is now experienced in realizing from the defaulters. The totak 
demand of the past year was Rs. 18,935,970, out of which Rs. 14,82,939 were 
collected and Rs. 18,242 were remitted, leaving a balance of Rs. 8,92,789 
outstanding. The number of estates which defaulted and were advertised for sale 
was 15,457 against 4,032 in the previous year. ‘The number actually sold was 
only 2,050. It is clear therefore that a great deal of useless work was thrown 
upon the Collector and his subordinates by the unpunctuality with which 
the Government demands were met. The enormous number of defaults was 
chiefly due to the fact that during the past year Noabad and other khas 
talooks, paying a revenue of less than Rs. 50, were for the first time required 
to pay direct to Government. It also appears that a large number of pro- 





oe 


prietors of other petty estates, who could have paid punctually, took advantage 


of the leniency shown in exempting such estates from sale to withhold pay-*. 


ment fora time. Until punctual payment becomes far better observed than 

appears to be the cuse at present, the Collector must allow the lesson to be 
learnt that default will inevitably be followed by sale. Leniency in such 

circumstances is positively mischievous. 


17. The settlement establishment in Chittagong completed a survey of 


thanna Chakaria an the year, and the papers are vow being compiled. In 
Noakholly settlements have been greatly mismanaged, and it has been found 


necessary to appoint a special establishment to do over again a large number » 


of settlements of islands and chur lands which the Collector submitted for

18. The collections from wards’ and Government estates in Chittagong’ 
have been most satisfactory. Credit is due to Mr. Cotton for his recall 
exertions in this matter. The demand for the year, including arrears, was 
Rs, 1,63,571, and of this sum Rs. 1,51,824 were collected. leaving a balance of 


’ Rs. 11,747 outstanding at the end of the year. Good collections were also © 
made in Noakholly, except on the Courjon estate, which has been for years in —

309, and the number of pupils 10,353, In Noakholly there are 243 Ms 
with 7,724 pupils. The Keport does not speak favourably of the general 
condition of the schools and the prospects of education in the division. Among 
the mass of the population, which consists chiefly of Mahomedans, education, 
such as the majority of our schools offer, is very little appreciated, Lt is only 
the schools in which instruction, however rudimentary, is given in Persian 
and Arabic that are really popular. The chief supporters of the more advanced 
school belong to the Hindu minority. The Lieutenant-Governor would 
however, observe that in a Mahomedan district like Chittagong it should be the 
main ape he of the local authorities to harmonise the system of subsidising 
schools of primary instruction with the existing habits and wishes of the people. 
It is no use trying to force their primary school-teaching into our grooves. We 
gg retain and improve what we find to be indigenous and suited to the 
soil, 
23. The Noakholly zillah school is the only institution of the division 
which is favourably noticed. The Commissioner remarks that it ‘ does not, like 
the Chittagong High School, wish to bea College, but is contented to do 
useful work in its own sphere” The school classes of the Chittagong College 
did very badly in the Entrance examination. Tho middle English schools 
the middle vernacular schools, and the lower vernacular schools are all stated 

_ to be almost stutionary. Regarding the lower vernacular schools the Inspector 
reports that there wasa very general failure to come up to the required 

_ standard, and he agrees with the Magistrate of Chittagong in considering them 

«‘ patshalas spoilt.” The Lieutenant-Governor fears that, in most cases, the 
usefulness of these schools has not been enhanced since they were permitted to 
aim at being something more than patshalas, The number of girls under 
education in the division has largely inereased, but it is remarked that they

24. Committees.—The Collector of Chittagong reports well of his Com- 
mittees, especially the Read Cess and Municipal. A very fair number of meet-

RESOLUTION. 

Orservations.—The ground-uut (Arachis hypogra—N. O, Leguminosae) is otherwise 
known as Manila-nut, earth-nut, pea-nut, and pig-nut. Its vernacular synonyms are. China- 
badim and Vilaiti Moong, Hindustani; Joong phalli, Bengali; Myé-bye, Burmese; Ver 
kadale and Vella kadale, Tamil; Katjany, Malay. 

2. From the seed of the nut a considerable proportion of excellent oil is expressed, vary- 
ing in quantity, according to circumstances, from 33 to 50 per cent. of the weight of the husked 
seed. ‘I'he oil is of a light-greonish colour, very clear and bright, and is largely used in 
Europo and in India for illumination. It is also used both for the table when mixed with 
oliye-oil and for the lubrication of machinery. The oil is good for every purpose for which 
olive and elmond oil are used; it makes good soap, and has the advantage of not quickly 
becoming rancid, and of burning without smoke. The nut is eaten roasted by natives, 
and occasionally by Europeans in India. It is of universal consumption in the United States, 
and by Spaniards both in Spain and in America: it is eaten roasted, and is also used i 
confectionery. The following extract from Mr. P, L. Simmonds’ Tropical Agriculture shows 
the value of the ground-nut as a food :— 


“Dr. Muter, after giving the following analysis of ground-nut meal, urges its more general use as an 
important article of food :—

“ From this analysis it is evident,” he observes, “that the residue from them, after the expression of 
the oil, fur exceeds that of peas, and is even richer than lentils in flesh-forming constituents, while it 
contains more fat and more phosphoric acid than cither of them, On these grounds wo are justifiedin | 
urging the adoption of the ground-nut meal as a source of food, it being superior in richness of all im: 
ant constituents to any other vegetable products of a similar nature. Although in the raw state it  * 
possesses a somewhat harsh odour, similar to that of lentils, this flavour entirely passes off in cooking, and, 
when properly prepared, it has a very agreeable flavour.” : 


The green plant forms excellent fodder for cattle, and the cake left after expression of 
the oil is a valuable cattle food and manure. 


3. In the Resolution read in the preamble the following remarks were made in regard 
to the development of the cultivation and trade in the nut :— 


In connection with this subject, the Governor-General in Council thinks it opportune to record his 
opinion that it is of more importance to stimulate and develope the production of articles already known 
in the country, than to initixte costly expe mente in articles not commercially known, and of which the 
ultimate success is problematical. One of these articles is the ground-nut (Arachis hypogea). e kernel 
of the pod of this plant produces a very large proportion of excellent oil, extensively used in Burope as 
well as in this country. The plant grows abundantly in the Madras Presidency and elsewhere, but it does 
not seem to be fully utilized. The exports of the nut to foreign countries in 1875-76 were, from Madras, 
6,994 cwt., value Ls, 29,774, and from Bombay, 3,721 ewt., value Rs. 13,845. From Bengal the exports 
have been so trifling that they have not been separately distinguished. ‘Lhe plant is grown to some extent 
in Burma, but not sufficiently for local Sra ery and quantities are imported from Madras. 

Although the exports to foreign countries from British India are trifling, considerable quantities are 
sent from Pondicherry to France, as will be seen from the fullowing figures, which have been extracted 
from the French wade returns of 1875 :—

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In 1876-77, the exports by land from South Arcot to Pondicherry were seed 29,700 
ewt. and oil 20,502 ewt. The areas under cultivation in Tanjore and South Arcot, where there 
are French Settlements, average 5,413 and 25,000 aores respectively, yielding a produce of 
41,802 owt. and 258,750 ewt. respectively. The cultivation of the nut is well known in the 
Presidency, and increase of production will follow any increased demands, 

6. Bomnay.—The nut is not cultivated anywhere in Sind, but imported for sale, and is 
to be found in-all bazars ; it is roasted and eaten by the natives, and is very generally used. 
Several officers have evinced a desire to try its cultivation, 

It is not cultivated, except to a very trifling extent, in the Northern Division of the 
Bombay Presidency. In 1877 it was experimentally cultivated in ono field in Ahmedabad, 
and on a small area in the Surat district, where it produced about 1,248 Bengal maunds, which 
were locally consumed for food purposes. Importation into this division is on a very small 
scale, the nut being merely used for food, and not for manufacturing oil; and any develop- 
ment of the export trade must be looked for elsewhoro than in the Northern Division, a very 
great part of which is not well suited for the cultivation of the nut. 

the Collector of Nasik states that the ground-nut is grown in almost all the talukas of 
that district in land irrigated by pitsas a rotation erop; that not more than from 1,000 to 
2,000 acres are cultivated with it in any one taluka; that the nut is used as food; that oil is 
also extracted from it, generally for the purposo of adulterating other oils; that the crop 
requires a yood deal of water; and that about half the produce is consumed within the 

istrict, the remainder being exported to Bombay. 

. he Collector of Khandesh reports that, in 1876-77, ground to the extent of 2,151 acres 

and 37 gunth4s was cultivated with the ground-nut in his district, and subjoins remarks by, 

Messrs. Biathwayt, Woodward, and Stormont to the effect that— 

what is grown is use almost entirely for food, and consumed within the district ; 
that a small porticn is used for the production of oil, which is employed chiefly 
for adulterating other oils; and that the crop is grown on irrigated land, and 
is not profitable in comparison with other garden produce. 
The main objection to the ground-nut as a regular oil-crop is that in Khandesh, 
where the soil is mostly tenacious and cloddy, it is difficult to recover all the 
nuts from the ground, so that some always remain in the ground, aud by 
aie rminating become a troublesome weed.

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The Acting Collector of Sholipur reports that land to the extent of about 15,000 acres, 
chiefly in Barsi taluka, is cultivated with the nut, which is grown in soft, black, and reddish 
nil, and used as food by the poor to a small extent, and by Hindus generally on fast days. 
‘states that oil is extracted from it to a great extent for lighting and other purposes, and 
that\ is said to be a very profitable crop where it can be grown without irrigation, and 
moderately so elsewhere. 

The Collector of Satara reports that about 29,000 acres are annually cultivated with 
the nut in that district ; that it is generally grown on good soil, but irrigation is absolutely 
necessary for its proper growth; and that the profits from its cultivation exceed those from 

_ other crops usualiy grown on similar soils. 

In submitting these reports from the Collectors of his division the Commissioner, 
Central Division, says that — 

The nut is chiefly grown in the Satara, Sholépur, and Nasik Collectorates, and he has 
no doubt that should a demand for the nut spring up in mercantile circles, its growth would 
be largely and rapidly extended, as it is said to be a very paying crop. : 

The Commissioner, Southern Division, states that the ground-nut is cultivated to a 
limited extent in two talukas of the Belgaum district only, and 75 per cent. of the produce 
is consumed locally ; and that in the remaining districts of that division it is imported in 
small quantities for local consumption, and is mixed with hardi, kusumbd or safflower, the oil 
thus extracted being used for culinary and lighting purposes. 

The Government of Bombay adds generally that the nut is grown in that Presidency 


almost ertirely for local consumption, but that should any great demand for the crop arise, - 


an immediate and large extension of the cultivation would undoubtedly result. 

7. Brenoat.—The ground-nut is not grown as an article of trade in the Lower Pro- 
vinces of Bengal. The following paragraphs contain such particulars as have been furnished 
of its cultivation :— 

In the Presidency Division it is grown to a very small extent, and the seed and oil are 
not largely consumed. 

In the Patna Division it is not grown, except to a very limited extent in the gardens of 
some of the rich natives of the Hajeepore sub-division of the Movzufferpore district, and in 
the poe Ig district. . 

the Rajshahye and Cooch Behar Divisions it is not grown. From a private experi- 
ment made by him, Mr. French, Manager of the Court et Wards’ Estates, Disapenoas 
thinks that the nuts might grow in Dinagepore. si le 

In the Chota Négpur Division it is unknown, except in Hazéribigh, where it is culti- 
vated in the town on a very small scale as a dossert fruit by a few gentlemen. 

In the Bhdgalpur Division the nut is not grown, except occasionally in the gardens of a 
few planters in the Muddehpoora sub-division of the Bhagalpur district, and to a small 
= rt pp tee eee in the Purneah district. 

n the Burdwan Division it is not grown, except to a ver, small extent in the 
district, where it iz used as an article of food, but ae of peat esos and in the pc cha 
few well-to-do natives in Hooghly. 

In the Chittagong, Dacca, and Orissa Divisions it is not grown. 

8, NoxrrH-Wrstern Provinces any Ovpnu.—Mr. Buck, Director of Agriculture 
and Commerce, states that his attention was drawn to this product from his havin 
noticed the enormous extent to which it is cultivated in America under the name G 
pea-nut. The nut is little grown in the North-Western Provinces, but it is found in 
market-gardens near towns under the name of Moong-phaili. It requires a sandy soil 
and perhaps wants a moister climate than the North-Western Provinces can give it; but ma , 
succeed with canal irrigation. In the North-Western Provinces it appears to be nsed, as 4 
luxury, and no oil is extracted from it, nor is it exported. It is cultivated as a garden and 
not a field «rop. The only districts in which it is known to havo been grown are Banda 
H ur, Jaunpur, and Mirzapur ; it is sown in the months of June and July, and the cro 
is cut from December vo February, the outturn being from 4} to 15 maunds per acre. It is 
chiefly used for food, though in Banda and Mirzapur oil is said to be extracted from the seed 
The n leaves are readily eaten by cattle, and, when rotted, make excellent manure. It is 
occasionally imported into the North-Western Provinces from Gwalior and Jubbulpore. 
Experiments with the plant have been undertaken in the Government Farms at Cewnpoitand 

abad, and in the Lucknow and Saharanpur gardens with the results reported below :— 
_ Tho experiments at Saharanpur were made partly with seed raised in the gardens dur- 
ing the previous year and with seed obtained from Bengal: 1 1b. 3 ozs. of the former setd 
gave an outturn of 61 lbs., being almost 49-fold ; and 8 lbs. of the latter seed yielded 192 Ibs. 
or 24-fold. There was no apparent difference in the size of the nut or quantity of the crops. 


In the Lucknow horticultural gardens 6 lbs. of Ben seed sown tturn of _

'. 9, Punsas.—The ground-nut is unknown in most districts as an artic dj 
tivation. It is imported into Delhi from Bombay and Ciwalior, and into the neighbubee 
districts from Delhi, and is generaily sold by the vendors of dried fruits at the rate of 
8 annasasecer. It is eaten insmall quantities like pistachio nuts, but its uso as an oilseed is 
unknown. The value of the nut cannot be judged from the fow experiments made with it in 
all three districts of the Delhi division ; but secing that the zemindars are averse to the 
introduction of any new products, it seems doubtful whether the oultivation of the nut 
would there be successful. The Punjab Government suggest that a few exporimouts might 
be — - the Serene garden in each district. - 

n Hissar it is not cultivated. Some years ago the Deputy Commission . 
Forster) tried its cultivation axpeminentally ta the ablio candle, bet it reson en 
and produced a good crop. It requires a fair share of irrigation; and there is no doubt it 
would grow well enough and be sufliciontly productive on canal-irrigated land, but it will not 
otherwise flourish. 

It is unknown in the Ju//undur division, except to Mr. J. W. Wright, o., Exeoutive 
Engineer, Military Works, Jullundur Division, who in 1865 tried the following experiment :— 
Half ao seer of nuts was sown on a plot of 400 square feet about the end of April, and 

rminated freely. The crop was dug up in January 1866, and the outturn was five seers of 

e nuts. Half a seer of nuts was kept for seed and sown again in the spring of IS66, and 
the result was about the same; but the nuts were not quite so full and large. Half . seer 
was kept and sown in the spring of 1867, but the nuts failed to germinate. ‘Tho nat requires 
a light sandy soil, and, so far as Mr. Wright’s experience goes, much irrigation is not 
necessary. The surface of tho soil should not be allowed to become a hard erust, as it 

vents the plants from sending down the nut-bearing shoots from the runners which are 
thrown out during the rains. Just before the rains a small quantity of manure was sprinkled 
over the plot after it had beeu broken up. The nut will thrive best in a moist climate 
and Mr. Wright doubts much whether the Punjab is well suited for it, It would be ousy rt 
try it on some of the sandy patches in Jullundur, trusting to the natural moisture of the 

ound, and also a second lot near wells where water can be had when required, and then 
note results. When the crop is dug up, the old plants should be destroyed and a fresh 
piece of ground selected for tha next year's crop. 

In Sid/kot an experiment was tried in the public gardens some three years ago, and “ the 
produce of a small plot of ground was sufficient to indicate that the cultivation would be 
remunerative.” ‘Ihe Deputy Commissioner of the district suggests that the sandy and fertile 
soil of the “ Bajwat ” tract in that district would probably be a suitable place for experiment. 

It is unknown in Sirsa, and, according to the Deputy Commissioner, unlikely to sueceed 
there; but Mr. Wakefield, a former Deputy Commissioner of the district, now at Ludhiina 
states that he grew it at Sirsa in his own garden, and he proposes to try it in Ludhi:ina, ; 

Dr. Henderson, Civil Surgeon of Rawalpindi, says that in Lahore the plant succeeded 
well on sandy soil, but failed on clayey soil. 

The Financial Commissioner says that the manufacture of oil from this nut does not 
seem to be known in any part of the Punjab. Tho nut, where it is known at all, is eaten in 
small quantities as food, and pose y only as aluxury ; andit canuot be determined whether 
the aateretion of the plant for the sake of the oil or for export to Europe would be remu- 
nerative, until experiments on a larger scale have been undertaken. With this view the 
Financial Commissioner thinks it would be useful to ascertain whether nuts produced in the 

imate of the Punjab will yield the same proportion of oil as in the moister p:rts 

eof Indm where the cultivation is better known, He suggests that seed be procured for 
further experiment. The Lieutenant-Governor seems to think experiment unnecessary, because 
the plant apparently requires a higher temperature than that of the Punjab. 

10. Cenrrat Provincrs.—In these provinces, as in the Punjab, the plant is grown 
to but a smal] extent for food, and not for the extraction of oil. The divisional ollicers

13. Mysore.—The cultivation of the nut is almost wholly limited to the Bangalore and 
Kolar districts of the Nundydroog division. 

In the Bangalore district the statistics for 1875-74 to 1877-88 show that the average 
area annually under cultivation with the nut was 3,540 acres, with an outturn of about 
3,181 tons, of which about 1,149 tons were exported. Of the remainder, 1,085 tons were 
retained for consumption, and about 897 tons used for extraction of the oil. 

Iu the Kolar district the area under cultivation annually is stated to be 1,054 acres, 
yielding about 1,640 tons. The greater portion of this quantity, viz. 1,190 tons, was con- 
sumed locally as food, and the remainder, 450 tons, used for the extraction of oil. It does 
not appear that any portion of the product is exported ; but the Chief Commissioner appre- 
hends that the information supplied on this point is deficient. 

The nut is cultivated to a small extent in the Timkwr district of the Nundydroog 
division, and in the Chitaldroog district of the Nagar division. 

The Chief Commissioner states that from the fact that the nut is chiefly cultivated in 
the Nurdydroog division it may be inferred that its value as an article of export has been 
to some extent recognised in the districts adjacent to Bangalore, and its cultivation and use 
otherwise than as an article of consumption may be expected in course of time to develo 
and extend further into the interior. The progress already made may be estimated by the 
fact that prior to the assumption of the British rule in the province, the extraction of oil 
from the ground-nut had 85 prohibited, and in 1860 Sir Mark Cubbon, the then Chief 
Commissioner, deemed it necessary to issue a notification formally cancelling that interdict, 
and pointing out to the people the advantages of employing the oil as an article of trade. 

The plant is ordinarily cultivated as an alternative crop on land watered by wells; it 
is put down during the first rains in April to June, and harvested in January or February 
following. The leaves are used to enrich the soil for the cultivation of sugarcane and other 
crops, which are considered more productive. 

14. Berar.—In Amrioti, 1,300 acres were cultivated with the plaint during the year 
1877-78. A small quantity was exported to tho Bombay Presidency. ‘The nut is eaten by 
the people, but oil is not extracted from it. The soil of the district is said to be quite 
unsuitable for its growth; and the ravages caused by pigs, combined with the scanty yield, 
is against the extension of its cultivation. 

In Ellichpur it is practically unknown, A few malis are suid to have raised a small 

quantity ; but the cultivation is so limited that it has uot been separately recorded in the 
returns. 
In Wiin about 259 acres in one taluka were sown with the nut last year, the yield from 
which is said to have been at the rate of S00Ib per acre. It was sold at 13 seers per rupee, 
the receipts per acre being thus Rs. 380-12. The cost of cultivation is not mentioned. The 
nut is eaten, but is not used for tho extraction of oil. 

In Akola it is cultivated in only two tulukas: the area cultivated last year was 190 
acres. The nut is generally eaten by Hindus on fast days, but nowhere used for making oil. 
The Deputy Commissioner does not think its cultivation could be increased, as other crops 
are more profitable. 

In Bulddino 1,111 acres were cultivated with the nut. It is eaten by Hindus on fast days, 
bat no oil is extracted. 
Tn Bésim cultivation is so limited that the earea under it has not been separately , 
‘shown. 

Tho Resident thinks the cultivation of the plant not capable of much extension in 
Berar. It is culturable only asa garden crop, and garden cultivation being comparatively 
limited, this alone acts «s a check upon the extended cultivation of the nut. He feels con- 
fident, from his own experience, that where the ground-nut thrives, as in Mysore and other_ 
places, it may be turned to most useful and profitable avcount. The oil extracted from it 
is good, and realizes a price which repays production ; while the refuse forms an excellent — 
cake for feedirg cows, and fattening cattle and sheep for market. i, 

15. Asmerv.—The nut is not grown in this district ; it was once grown in two or ts 
three biswas of well land in the village of Ramsar, and the outturn was about 13.seers, . 

16. From the above summary it appears that the total recorded area under cultivation 
with the ground-nut in all India is about 112,000 acres, exclusively in the Madras 
and Bombay Presidencies, Berar and Mysore. In the Bombay Presidency, 
area (70,350 acres) is more than double that of Madras (34,630 acres), although si 
exportation as there is from British India to foreign countries is confined to the 
Presidency. The yield per acre is stated to range from ten ewts. in Tanjore and & 
Arcot to over one ton per acre in Kolar. In Central and Northern India the nut_ 
tivated for food or for conversion into oil, in both cases to a very small 
for local consumption. The plant likes a light sandy soil and a considerable 
water, with a tolerably equable, sub-tropical temperature, and these require: 
supplied in many parts of the littoral of the Bombay and Madras Presidencies 
districts of Bengal, and the Burman coast. The cultivation is very 
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_ demand, which is mostly for France, is large. In 1878, the imports i 
* Arachides et noix de touloucouna” amounted to 111,445,366 er ace mies 
30,239,602 francs. Of this quantity, upwards of 103,000,000 kilogrammes were ied ported 
from the western coast of Africa, where the negroes have found the cultivation a very 

* fitable investment. The exports of the nut from British India in the official yoar 1878-79 
amounted to only 25,472 ewt. (1,294,402 kilogrammes), or little more than 1 per cent. of 
the imports into France. 

17. The question now is whether India should be content to leave France to draw all 
her supplies of this valuable food-stuff and commercial product from Africa, or whether she 
should not enter actively into competition for ut any rate a substantial portion of the 
trade. The cultivation is no novelty requiring the removal of prejudices and other obstacles 
for its introduction. The plant is well known and appreciated by the people, and in some 
places the cultivation is already not insignificant, and there is abundant room for develop- 
ment. Cultivators would probably respond without delay or difficulty to any call made 
upon them for an increased production, but they can hardly be expected to undertake any 
considerable risk by largely increasing the area under the plant without first baving an 
assured demand for the produce. The increase of the effective demand must depend upon 
the action of produce merchants at the chief ports of export. The Goveraor-Goneral in 
Council has thought it expedient to give publicity to the foregoing details, in case the mer- 
chants of Bombay, Madras, and Calcutta qould find it to their advantage to enter into rela- 
tion with the Marseilles houses who import this staple, or with dealers in the districts 
where the nut is already a recognised agricultural staple.

Letter No. 888BG, dated the 30th idem, from the Surgeon-General, Bengal, 
offering the following remarks explanatory of those portions of his report in 

to the restrictions recently imposed upon hospital expenditure, which 
formed the subject of Sir Ashley Eden’s observations :— 

“ Referring to Bengal Government Resolution on the annual report on the 
medical institutions of Calcutta, dated 11th instant, | have the honor to sa 
that I desire to make a few remarks on paragraph 7, which I have not seen til 
this morning, and which, having heard of its purport, I did not at one time 
think it worth while to notice as | now doin this manner. The Hon’ble the 
Lieutenant-Governor objects to my characterizing the year us one of ‘rigid 

-ecohomy,’ in which ‘the screw was continuously applied for the purpose of 

reducing expenditure in all possible ways.’ In writing thus, I alluded  parti- 

arly to my own action in endeavouring to curb expenditure in every manner, 

in the matter of medicines, diet, establishment, &c. I imagined that I 

was carrying out the policy of Government, and being myself responsible that 

. the sick were noi injuriously affected, I was not likely to do anything in 

consequence of which I thought it possible that they might suffer. But if 

. I did not ‘ put on the screw’ and enforce ‘rigid economy,’ I do not understand 

» the meaning of these words. In writing an annual report, it was not for me 

to‘allude to the policy of the Government, as there is, I understand, a distinct 
order against doing so. ; 

- “J maintain that in saying what I did about the diet rates, all I intended 

_ to say was that a single year, and especially the first year, could be no test as 

to whether the new scale would eventually be approved by experience, and in 

rowing the Campbell Hospital by way o wennpls: I stated that the death-rate 

_ daring 1878 ‘ was very nearly the same as usual’ ({ ought to have said rather less 

ae than usual, as will be seen hereafter). I never have been more surprised in my 

ABS than to learn from the Resolution that Iam supposed to have insinuated or 

; ed that the trifling increase of mortality in 1878 was in any way owing 

I er maintain that what I have written should not have 

used to interpret medical statistics, to think that Idid, Ihave been 
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usal to compiling and reading such statistics for many years, and therefore 
knoW very well, what I thought most people did, that the experience of any 
two years is not comparable; so that, if it had been the fact that in the Camp- 
bell Hospital in 1878 the mortality had been 20:3, and in 1877 24°8, no one 
conversant with medical statistics would deem himself justified in inferring 
that this was owing to the sick getting all the food intended for them, and to 
the stoppage of peculation, or in any way connected with the, new diet scale. 
Nor would he, from a single year’s on ei think of indicating the cause 
of the reduced mortality with anything like certainty. 

“The actual difference between the mortality in 1877 and 1878 is 0:5 in 
favour of the former, a fraction which is of no aecount in the comparison of the 
mortality of two years ; but had the other figures which I yave been considered, 
viz. the rate of mortality of the years 1874-77, it would have been evident that 
the average yearly mortality of these four previous years was 25:7, and that 
therefore the mortality of 1878 was 0-4 short of the average of the four previ- 
ous years. I did not deem it necessary to explain all this, as it seemed to me 
that anyone who was in the way of looking at figures would see it at once. 
It would also be scen that the average cost of each diet in the Campbell 
Hospital from 1874 to 1877 was threc annas and seven pies, the rate proposed 
by the Committee being three annas and six pies, and the average rate for 
1878 two annas and six pies. 

“Jt will thus be seen that my remarks as to the mortality in the Campbell 
Hospital, and the question of the dict rate, refer not to 1878 only, but also to 
four years previously.” 

The Einatenent Goveniis is glad to receive Dr. Irving’s assurance that 
he did not intend his words to convey the meaning which they at first sight 
appear to bear. The interpretation, however, arose naturally eee the colloca- 
tion of ideas in the paragraph of his report cited in the resolution, and was 
scarcely avoidable. Dr. Irving, after expressing his doubts if the new scale 
would suffice, proceeded to remark that this year, in which “ the screw was 
continuously applied,” the rate had been strictly kept to,—that the mortality, 
though about ihe same as in previous years, was terrible,—and he inferred that 
more expensive diets should be provided. It could hardly be doubted that 
whatever persons accustomed to medical statistics would conclude from this, 
to the public it would seem that Dr. Irving connected the high rate of morta- 
lity during the year in some way with the new diet scale, and it was 
therefore necessary to show how incorrect such a conclusion would be, 

Dr. Irving also explains that his suggestion as to the possible effect of a 
more generous dict in the preservation of lite referred to patients after they 
had been admitted into the Campbell Hospital and not before. On this point 
it is unnecessary for Sir Steuart Bayley to say more than that, in the treatment 
of the sick, the medical officers of the hospital have the fullest power to-order 
anything they consider necessary for the preservation of life. :

Barometric Pressures.—The pressures in column 2 of the above table for all stations below 500 feet 
are reduced from those given in column 3 of the table on the previous page, by adding the weight of a 
column of air of the temperatures given in column 18. For stations above 500 feet eievation the 
reduction is made by Captain Allan Cunningham’s table, “ Prof. Papers on Indian Engineering, 
No. OXIILI.” The temperatures at the sea-level are taken from column 3 of the above table. 

Temperatures.—The temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 18 on the preceding 
page, by adding 1° Fahrenheit for every 450 feet. 

Wind Resultant.—The resultant wind direction and its comparative predominance are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the month. ‘The relative predominance 
in the direction of the resultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
direction is computed in the usual way by Lambert’s formula. 

Cloud.—This column gives the average proportion of clouded sky, a cloudless sky being indicated 
by o, and one completely overcast by lo. 

The above, being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which will show the isubaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which last 
may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wiad, To these 


may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

His Lordsnip left it to the Government of India to comply with this invitation in such 
manner as they thought fit; and observed that, as exhibitions of this nature were very 
frequent, a moderate limit of expenditure should be fixed. 


2. The Governor-General in Council concurred in this view; and it was accordingly 
resolved merely to publish the prospectus of the Exhibition for general information, and to 
circulate it to local Governments and Administrations, leaving it to them to take such 
action in the matter as they considered desirable in the interests of the territories under their 
control, and as the funds at their disposal permitted. A snm of Rs. 400 was, however, 
sanctioned from Imperial revenues for the purchase of samples of India teas and of coffee 
grown in Southern Jndia, it being thought ga that a considerable trade in these 
commodities might result between Australia and India, if measures were adopted for bring- 
ing them prominently before the colonial public. ate 


3. The only Government by which any steps were taken in the direction indicated 
was that of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, under whose orders a collection compris- 
ing the following articles was prepared and despatched through Mr. O’Conor to Sydney by 
Mr. E. C. Buck, the Director of the local Department of Agriculture and Commerce :— 


Azimgarh silk cloth. 

Benares and Moradabad ware. ‘ 
Carpets from Mirzapur, Agra, and Jhansi. 

Cloth from the Cawnpore mills. 

Tea from Kumaun. 

Sugar from the Rosa Works at Shéjahdnpur. 

Rampur chadars. 

Ludhiana cloth. 


In addition, selected samples of teas grown in Bengal, Assam, and Arakan were sent 
to the Exhibition. The Cawnpore mills’ cloth, the Ehijihenper sugar, and the teas were 
supplied gratuitous'y, the Government paying their freight to Sydney; the remaining 
articles being purchased by the Government of the North-Western Vrovinces and Oudh at 
a cost of Rs. 2,650. Major M. Clementi, a retired officer of the Indian Army, has kindly 
offered his services towards making the most of the Indian contribution to the Sydney 
Exhibition, and Tis Excellency the Governor-General in Council has gladly accepted 
Major Clementi’s offer. . 

4. The prospectus of the Melbourne Exhibition was received with the Secretary of 
State’s despatch of the 13th March last ; and with his despatch of the 8th May following 
was forwarded copy of a letter from His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, in his 
capacity as President of the Commission for the Australian Exhibitions. His Royal High- 
ness expressed a hope that India would be represented at those exhibitions, and observed 
that a collection of objects illustrative of the arts and manufactures of the country, such as 
was sent to Philadelphia, would be of great utility. As in the case of “the Sydney 
Exhibition, the Secretary of State left it to the Government of India to decide upon . the 
measures to be taken to meet the wishes of the eolonial authorities, ;

5. The Governor-General in Council, as at present advised, is not prepared to send 
any considerable quantity of the art-manufactures of India to the Melbourne Exhibition, 
and it is apprehended that private exhibitors may be few. Possibly the officer, Major M, 
Clementi, who has consented to act in behalf of the Government of India at the Byiney 
Exhibition, may be able, in his report to the Government of India on that Exhibition, to 
make suggestions regarding the art-manufacture contributions that might usefully be sent 
to the Melbourne Eshibition. ‘There are, however, various classes of goods, raw products, and 
manufactures outside the domain of art, a collection of which could be easily and ih 

sively made; and whilst this would better represent the resources and industrial capacity o 
India, it might also tend to further the interests of Indian commerce. For the urpose of 
forming such a collection, the Governor-General in Council sanctions the expenditure of a 
sum not exceeding Rs, 5,900, and desires that all needful arrangements for the preparation

6. The prospectus of the Melbourne Exhibition will be published in the Gazette oj 
India and in the several local Gazettes for general information. The attention of a 
local Governments and Administrations will also be drawn to the subject, and they , 
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be asked to send to the Committee, care of the Home, Revenue, and Agricultural Depart- 
ment, Calcutta, such articles in the shape of raw agricultural and forest produce and special 
local manufactures, either from jute, cotton or carpet factories, or from jail workshops, or 
from private persons, as they can readily obtain or lend. It would add greatly to the value 
of the collection if local Governments and Administrations could spare a small grant from 
the funds at their command for the purchase of specimens of local manufactures. In the 
event of any local Government or Administration finding itself in a position to co-operate 
in the matter, it would be convenient if a selected officer were appointed to sicma with 
the President of the Committeo on the subject ; but should the Goveruments of Madras and 
oy prefer sending their contributions separately, there would be no objection to their 
oing 80. 


7, Since the foregoing paragraphs were put in type, the Governor-General in Council 
has learned that the Chamber of Commerce, Bombay, recently addressed His Excellency 
the Governor in Coun¢il of that Presidency on the ps of appointing a looal Committeo 
for the purpose of promoting India contributions to the Melbourne Exhibition. If other 
local public bodies would co-operate cordially in the matter, the task of procuring an adequate 
representation of Indian products at the Melbourne Exhibition would be greatly facilitated.
